1 . This office action is in response to application 10/803,516 and amendment filed 
on 11/30/2007. Claims 1, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, 15 and 16 remain pending in the application, 
where claims 2-6, 8, 11, 14, 17 and 18 are canceled.
